Among the organizations which are eligible for 
Wintario capital assistance are municipalities, non- 
profit organizations, Indian band councils, school 
boards and library boards. 


Wintario will share the cost of the purchase, con- 
struction or renovation of facilities, the purchase of 
fixed equipment, and the cost of other capital projects 
of a cultural or recreational nature. 


By offering grants such as these, Wintario hopes to 
encourage communities to provide more facilities, so 
that more people will have the opportunity to partici- 
pate in cultural and recreational activities.

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What are the principles of the 
Wintario Capital Grants Program? 


Wintario capital funds are limited to the support of 
physical fitness, sports, recreational and cultural 
facilities in Ontario. 


Wintario projects are intended to respond to com- 
munity-supported initiatives, as evidenced by locally- 
raised private contributions of money, labor and other 
resources. 


Wintario funds are intended to increase our capacity to 
promote and encourage cultural and recreational 
objectives, and are not intended to replace or relieve 
the responsibility of on-going government programs in 


this field. 


Organizations seeking Wintario capital support for a 
project must demonstrate the existence of support for 
any on-going operational costs from sources other 
than Wintario. 


Wintario capital grants are intended for projects of 
broad public good, and are thereby excluded from 
situations which might involve private gain. 


The benefits of Wintario-supported projects are 
intended to be available to the general public. 


1. Grants for the purchase, construction and renova- 
tion of buildings used for cultural or recreational 
activities, for example, theatres, arenas, community 
centres, libraries and museums. 


2. Grants for the purchase and installation of fixed 
equipment in a cultural or recreational facility. 


3. Grants for the purchase of land and construction of 
an outdoor recreational facility. 


Only those projects which began after January 1, 
1975 will be eligible for consideration. Beginning 
January 1, 1978 all applications for a Wintario capital 
grant must be submitted before construction on the 
project begins.

In Southern and Southwestern Ontario, Wintario will 
match private support for a project to a maximum of 
one-third of the total project cost after all other federal 
and provincial grants have been deducted. 


In Northern and Eastern Ontario, Wintario will double 
the amount of private support to a maximum of one- 
half of the total project cost after all other federal 

and provincial grants have been deducted.

How do you apply? 


If you have an idea for a capital project, and would 
like to know if it would be eligible for a Wintario grant, 
you should apply for Confirmation of Eligibility. You 
will be asked to list anticipated project costs and 
anticipated sources of revenue. Once you have 
obtained Confirmation of Eligibility, and once you 
have identified final project costs and final sources of 
revenue, you may apply for Approval. 


If you already have identified final project costs and 
final sources of revenue, you need not apply for 
Confirmation of Eligibility. You may simply apply for 
Approval. 


Once you have obtained Approval, you may request 
progress payments as the work proceeds, or total 
payment upon completion of the project.

Where do you apply? 


Application forms and the Applicant’s Guide to the 

Wintario Capital Grants Program are available from 

the local offices of the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation. Application forms have been designed to 
enable you to provide all the information the ministry 
will need to assess your project. The forms also will 
enable you to calculate the amount of Wintario assist- 
ance for which you may be eligible.
